prophet to appreciate the fact that a free trade, 
Democratic administration may be ushered in- 
to |K)wer. 

It is a realization of this situation by the 
people ot the'great Northern and Eastern states 
which has made the real iesue, which haa de- 
termined the real battle ground upon which 
the fight will be eoadnoted during the eloting 
weeks of the campaign.
